LANDS IN CREEK; 
DRIVER UNHURT; 
$1,000 DAMAGE 


The swollen waters of Bermudian 
creek, 
between Heidlersburg 
and 
York 
Springs, 
surrounded 
this 
m orning 
a 
20-ton 
truck tractor 
and 
trailer 
which 
ran 
off 
the 
Gettysburg - Harrisburg h i g h w a y 
Tuesday evening and dropped into 
the creek, badly damaging the huge 
vehicle although the driver escaped 
miraculously with a scratch. 
Several cranes were to be taken 
to the scene later today in an 
attem pt to return the truck and 
trailer to the roadway. 
Damage to 
the vehicle was estimated at about 
$1,000, although the extent of the 
damage cannot be determined until 
the wreckage is pulled from the 
muddy waters of the creek. 
Daniel Funk, 35, Cleona, Lebanon 
county, driver of the southbound 
truck, told Officers Russell Fischer 
and D. Harris, of the Gettysburg 
detail of the state motor police, who 
investigated, that he believed the 
right front wheel of the truck had 
locked, causing the truck to veer 
off the right side of the road. 
After running along the side of 
th e road for about 120 feet the 
truck 
dropped 
over 
a 
IO - foot, 
bank and plunged into the waters 
of the creek, swollen by Tuesday’s 
rains which continued to fall at 
the time of the accident. 
After the truck reached the creek 
it swerved to the right and came to 
rest on a small mid-stream island 
w’hile the big trailer broke loose, 
struck a section of the bridge wall 
and then toppled over against the 
bridge.
